form and an agreement on naval 
ratio regarded as practically as- 
sured, the arms conference goes 
inlo the fifth -week -with its princi- 
pals confident they can wind up 
all tlieir major duties here by the 
end oE the year. 


Tlie problems of the Far East 


and details of the naval reduction 
program, including the question 
of Pacific Island fortifications and 
naval bases, now become the sub- 
ject of primary consideration. The 
Far Eastern discussions are to be 
pressed forward at daily meet- 
ing.1; of the committee of the whole 
at the same time that the naval 
situation is clearing up through 
continued 
communication 
with 


the foreign 
capitals, and the 


separate negotiations over Shan- 
tun? and Tap are verging toward 
decision. 


Japan Wititls Understanding. 


Although there are indications that 


Japan Is about ready to accept the 
American 5-5-3 naval ratio. It fs not 
considered unlikely that she may re- 
frain from committing 
herself 
defi- 


nitely until there ia a cleaver under- 
standing about future fgrtlricatlons on 
the Pacific Islands. There has been 
a general indication that all the pow- 
ers are willing to assent to an ar- 
rangement by which all present de- 
fenses in Pacific waters would be re- 
tained and none added in the future, 
but the question Li yet to be made 
the subject of formal exchanges. 


Further Instructions 
from 
ToUlo 


were received today by the Japanese 
delegates. Tha nature Ol the mes- 
KiKe was not revealed, but there were 
6M .tenets that the Japanese were pre- 
paring to canvass the situation rela- 
tive to Pacific bases before going fur- 
ther with the naval ratio discussions. 
The two subjects have been long re- 
garded t>y Japan aa inseparable and 
her ntsire to dispose ot both at one 
time la not regarded a serious barrier 
to a ratio agreement.

Text of 4-Power Treaty 


Washington. Dec, 11.—The text of the- four-power treaty tntend- 


*d to presen-e peace in (he Pacific, which ivas adhered to Saturday by 
the United States, Great Britain, France and Japan, follows: 


The. United States of Am-triu'i. the British Empire, Franc* and 
Japan. 


With a view to the preservation nf the general peace and th« 


maintenance of their rights in relation to their insualr possessions and 
in?i;lar dominions in the, regions of the Pacific ocean. 


Hai> determined to eoim'U'la n Treaty to this efface and IBM e ai>- 


r-fim'ed as their p)er.ijw*;itlarl.>s; 


Tho President of the United States of America, 
His Majesty the Kins ol the- United. Kingdom ot 
Great Britain 


and Ireland and of the British dominions beyond the seas. Emperor 
of India, 


And for the Dominion of Canada— 
For the Commonwealth of Australia— 
For the Doroinionof New Zealand— 
For India— 


The President of of the French Republic, 
Hid Majesty t!»e Emperor ot Japan, 
Who having communicated their full powers, found in food and 


due form, have ageed as-follows: 


Article One. 


The high contracting parties agree as between themselves to re- 


spect their rights in relation to their insular possessions and Insular 
dominions in the regions of the Paeifie Ocean. 


If their should develop between any of the high contracting 


parties a controversy arising out of any Pacific question and in- 
volving their said rights which Is not satisfactorily settled by di- 
polmaey and is likely to affect the 
harmonious accord now happily 


subsisting: between them, they shall invite the high contracting parties 
to a joint conference to which the whole subject will be referred for 
consideration and adjustment. 


Article Two. 


If the said rights are threatened by the aggressive action of 


any other power the high contracting parlies shall communicate with, 
one another fully and frankly in ordev to arrive at an understanding: 
as to the most efficient measures to be taken, Jointly and separately, 
to meet the exigencies of th* particular situation. 


Article Three. 


This agreement shall remain Jn force for ten years from the time 


it shall take effect,, and after the expiration of said period it shall con- 
tinue to Be in force subject to the right of any of the high contracting 
parties to terminate it upon twelve months' notice. 


Article Four. 


This agreement shall be ratified as soon as possible Jn accord- 


ance with the constitutional methods of the hierh contracting parties 
and shall take effect on the depositof ratifications, which shall take 
place at "Washington, and thereupon the agreement between Great 
Britain and Japan, which was concluded at London on July 13, 1911, 
shall terminate.

DOCTOR'S DEATH 


Fire* Shot Though Muff and Then 


Calmly Walks Away From 


His Office 


w'tlho'ut tl»e 


roni'pletf* 


ot limitation 
of, Other 


York, 
Doc.

woman who "served in Francs dur- 
ing the war'' tonight became the cen- 
ter of attention of police Investigation 
of the murder last night of Dr. Aora- 
ham Glickstein of Brooklyn. 


Though admitting they wanted to 


locate this woman, officials refused to 
say whether she -was suspected of 
being the one who concealing a revolv- 
er in her muff, shot the physician in 
the ofllce of tils residence and then 
calmly brushed past several patiento 
in the reception room and disappear- 
ed. 


Through a member of the physi- 


cian's family, the police said they 
had learned the Identity of a woman 
tlioy believed could solve the myetery. 
She had not appeared at her home 
today, however, they said. 
It was 


reported that 
detectives had been 


sent to Philadelphia 
to follow 
the 


trail. 


The weapon which killed Dr. Click- 


sleln. a revolver with one chamber 
containing a. discharged cartridge, was 
found inside a tattered muff hidden 
under a bookcase by ihe slayer be- 
fore she left the office 
A bullet had 


piereced the fur. 


The mystery of her act was height- 


ened by the absence of any sound 
from the consulting room during the 
brief period in which she and the phy- 
sician were closeted thcro together. 
Three patients in the waiting room 
next to the consulting room and two 
members of the doctor's family in 
other parts of the house heard no 
struggle nor the *hot which klUed the 
physican. 
It was believed that the 


woman silenced the sound ot the shot 
with the mutf she carried or used a 
ilaxim silencer. 


Because of the absence of sound 


from tho room in which tho murder 
was commuted, none 
of the three 


persona in tha watting room, or Mrs. 
Glickstcin, who wan under the stone 
steps leading to the i-trect when the 
woman walked down them, knew that 
anything out ot 
the 
ordinary had 


taken place. Consequently they made 
no attempt to stop the woman, or to 
obtain a description of her appear- 
ance..

A few minutes later the machine

O'Con 
nor commandeered another car and 
tvhen last seen tho murderer, who baa 
been characterized by th« police as 
Chicago's most desperate gunman, was 
headed toward the eouth aide under- 
world armed for battle, 
prisoners who attempted

with the trio were captured by jail 
guards. 


The escape, carried out In bToa.fi 


daylight, was the most sensational in 
this part of the country in many years 
and apparently was carefully planned 
Tt was successful despite the fact that 
several Jailor* refused to heed the 
threat ol O'Connor's pistol, and risk- 
ed their lives In trying to obstruct his 
dash for liberty. 


Companions Were Robbers, 


The two men who 
escaped 
with 


O'Connor wet* Edward Barrow, charg- 
ed with a $60,000 robbery, and James 
JLapOrte, alleged to have been impli- 
cated in a (SO.OOO theft. 
O'Connor 


had been in trouble with tha-police 
on many occasions, but his apparent 
Immunity from conviction earned him 
the title Of "Lucky Tommy." 


Seventy-five prisoners were exercis- 


ing In the "bull pen," when O'Cojmor 
and his pals made their break. David 
Straues was the only guard, in tho 
room at the time. One of the men, 
according to Strauss, suddenly whis- 
pered something 
to O'Connor. The 


Avc prisoners In the Jail area simul- 
taneously jumped on Strauss. O'Con- 
nor drawing a revolver which had 
been smuggled to him. A sack was 
placed over Strauss' ftead and he was 
beaten Into unconsciousness^ O'Con- 
nor repeatedly brought down the butt 
of the pistol on tfas guard'* head. 


Hearing the commotion, two other 


guards rushed Into the "bull pen." 
O'Connor ordered them to throw up 
their hands, S'jt thw 
refused 
and 


sprang lor ward. Apparently 
afraid 


that the sound of 
shooting would 


bring eo many guards that 
escape 


would be impossible, O'Connor did not 
fire. The guard* were beaten Into un- 
consciousness. 


Gunman Continues Flight. 


Taking the keye to the jail from 


one of the guards, the flvs men dash- 
ed for the freight eievator but ran in- 
to an assistant jailor. Pointing the 
revolver at him, 
O'Connor 
shouted 


'Stand back or I'll 
blow 
you 
to 


hell." 
The jailor sprang at O'Connor, but 


the criminal felled him and continu- 
ed his fight.
